WANTED—UNIVERSAL MILITARY 


SERVICE. 
Here ts the axiom of universal military service. 
It is from Gen. Wood. “We want the fewest pos- 
sible number of men in ‘uniform and the largest 
possible number ready to jump into khaki” 

That is tie military policy for a republic. It is 
the reverse of militaristic. It is a policy of safety 
without waste. It makes the citizen a soldier in 
need but does not keep him as a soidier in barracks. 

Able Americans of experience and wisdom are 
talking sense. Congressmen are preparing non- 
sense. Congress is preparing to give the United 
States a regular army without reserves. It will 
be sufficiently large, if not too large, for the need 
the nation has of a regular army and too small 
for the need it may have for an army. 

It will represent a continuance of our old, inef- 
fective, expensive system. If we ever get into 
trouble, this army will not be large enough. It 
will not be large enough to keep us out of trouble. 
It will not be large enough to carry us through 
trouble. 

We shall not nave the 1 men ready to jump into 
khaki, trained, organized, and equipped.

Those who recognize the 
national emergency and their own obligations to 
the government by saving will be least embarrassed 
by the revenue collector. 

The important thing to remember is that money 
foolishly spent is twice lost. It should be a saving 
and a contribution to the government.

Instead of offering a helpful sugges- 
tion, Dr. Lydston holds up to view a 
failure in a foreign land. He quotes 
from the British report, which recom- 
mended general education upon the sub- 
ject of venereal diseases and facilities 
for the examination and treatment of 
persons infected “ on their own volition.” 
It would be nearer the truth to say “ on 
their own ineftia.” This trusting to their 
“own volition practice is more vener- 
able than the discarded British law re- 
ferred to by Dr. Lydston and is a far 
more conspicuous failure. Would Dr. 
Lydston leave the control of other con- 
tagious diseases to the volition of those 
afflicted? Venereal, like other contagious 
diseases, can best be controlled by 
just laws intelligently enforced. The 
ordinance requires an educafional propa- 
ganda and its enforcement is a potent 
factor in the education of the public in 
personal hygiene.
